In reaponse to queatlona put to hla by the panel, Mr. Thenaa nade the fellow* 
lag statements: The Founding Church of Scientology la a properly constituted 
church which perform marriage, funeral and chrlatenlng aervlcea. Thu.. 
church la non-dunomlnatlon but In harnony with all rellglona. The . • .■£ 

Founding Churep of Scientology la not opposed to nodical treatment of 
dlaeaae. Ho specific acadenlc training la required for auditor a. 

Auditors study at the Scientology Acadeey la Washington, D. C. Auditors 
have no legal accreditation boaldes bolng accrodletd by tho organisation. 

In roaponaa to queatlona regarding church servlcaa, Mr. Thomas said that 
the church services consist of lectures on Scientology and anquestlon 
and answer period. Mr. Thomas sold that ha, himself, wea holding church 
aervlcea on that Sunday, (2/24/63 at 1345 ...T (I missed the street 
address given by Mr. Thomas, however, as I reported in my memo of 2/4/63 
there la a currant listing in the Manhattan phono directory for: 

Strenfeld, Stanley P. BD Scientology, 13-45 Third Ave., TO 8-0220. This 
moat likaly la tha address which 1 mlaaad). 

Mr. Thomas said that thare were two churches of Scientology in Hew York, 
one In Los Angeles end one in Washington, D. C. Mr. Thames said that L. 

Bon Hubbard directs the organisation from England. 

Mr. Thomas said that a parson could oparate as a scientologist on their 
own without being a member of tho national or international organisation. 

Ha said, however, that It was advantageous to be a member of the organisa¬ 
tion in order to keep up with the latest methods. 

In response to questions concerning his am academic training, Mr. Thcmao 
replied that he had attended tha State University of Hew York and 
Columbia. (Mr. Thomas merely stated that he attended these institutions 
but did not indicate whether or sot he wea a graduate). Mr. Thomas said 
that ha has received over 200 hours of "processing" and that ho la still 
a Preclear. Mr. Thomas said that whan Praeleara are tasted tha evalua¬ 
tions of these tests in many coses show that these individuals have had 
other lives or previous incarnations. Mr. Th«a# sold that tho auditor 
can rogrosa Praeleara to ages 10 years - 5 years - 1 year. He said 
that tha auditors uaa aclantology to replace hypnosis. Ha aald that 
anything can be done with hypnosis can be dona with aclantology. 

He said that seientology revivifies. Mr. Thomas aald that a clear 
gives no roaponaa on tho B. Motor. 

Mr. Thomas mentioned the following qualifications for ministers in tha 
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rounding Church of 8etautology. 

1. hoftMlnnl certificates 

2. Thusis on religions of the world 

3. Thesis on own norsl beliefs

5. Character references 

Mr. Thonas said that the board of review of the organisation decides 
which individuals will becom e M n< stars. 

During the inarview with Mr. Thonas at least one of the interviewers node 
aentlon of the book, "fads & Fallacies" by Martin Gardner. On several 
occasions during the progrsn both John Babel and Mr. Thomas nehflobed she 
eSisura of Scientology '’material" byathe FDA. Mr. Thonas said that not 
only L. Bon Hubbard, but Scientology as a whole was deeply concerned 
about the goverment's action. 

During the program John Babel read from a letter he received fran Mr. 
Thanes which stated. "1 an not a nenber of the local organisation, 
although oy wife Joan is.’* During the program Mr. Thonas said that he 
was • camber of the international organisation. 

At approximately 2x30 there was a coffee break which lasted approximately 
half an hour. When the discussion resumed, Mr. Thomas made a disclaimer 
which he apparently had made prevleuely, at the beginning of the pro gran. 
Mr. Thanes said that the opinions which he expressed on the program were 
his own — not necessarily of those of L. Boa Hubbard or the Founding 
Church of Scientology. 

At this point in the progrsn there was a demonstration of the Hubbard 
1. Mater in which Mr. Thomas acted aa the auditor and Mr. Babel acted 
as tin "Preclear." Mr. Hebal described the B. Mater for the benefit 
of the radio audience. Mr. Hebei also mentioned that e San Vandervart 
waa taking photographs of the proceedings. 

At this point in the progrsn it was 3:30 AM. I did not listen any 
further because 1 felt that there would be no difficulty in obtaining e 
tone recording of the program and also because it was extremely difficult 
to keep up with the Scientology jargon which Mr. Thomas invariably used. 

On Bebruary 25, 1963 I went to WO* Radio Station, 1440 Broadway, New 
York, N. Y. I interviewed Mr. Joses McAleer of the progrsn depertmnet. 

I aaked Mr. McAleer to supply me with a tape recording of the "l<°ng 
John" program which had been broedceet on 2/23/63. Mr. McAleer told me 
Chet he would have to check to determine whether or not a tape recording 
of the program woe made end that ha would phone me and advise me if the 
tape were available. Later that day Hew York District received e phono 
cell from Mr. McAleer in which he advised that I should call John Hebei. 
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I phoned Mr. HIM at atatlea m and requaatad that ha supply no with 
a tapa of his February 23 program. Mr. Mabel told me that tha tape for 
thla progran had already baan araaad. Ha told na that ha wvei only those 
tapes which ha foals are worth rebroadcasting at a further data and that 
ha did not feel that tha progran concerning Scientology was worth saving. 

In response to further questions which Z asked concerning the individuals 
whs appeared on tha show. Mr. Mabel told na that Mika Crlstansky and H. 

V. Gabriel ware both medical writers and that Danny Crystal wae a Canadian. 
Mr. Mabel told na that thaee individuals had been invited an tha progran 
to question Mr. Thomas and that they had no connection whatsoever with 
seleatology or The Founding Church of Scientology. 

Mr. Mabel told no that I canid contact Kobert B. Thomas at Circle 3*0629 
and that I could contact San Vandarvert, tha photographer who took 
pictures of tha thaw, at SFring 7*6113. Mr. Habal also advised ea 
that tha book which was mentioned by one of tha pane lists and which was 
used for research on Dianatine was "Fade & Fallacies'* by Martin Gardner, 
published by Dover Publications. Inc.. Mow Tork. M. T.

We have your letter of January 19, 1963, inquiring about the recent 
seizure of $ meters on the premises of the Founding Church of 
Scientology*of Washington, D. C.

We are enclosing a copy of the FDA Report on Enforcement said Compli¬ 
ance for January 1963 where the action is reported on page 6. 

This actionfwas filed under the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act against)the S meter device. No charges were made against any 
individual.] Seizure of the devices was made in the possession of 
the Academy] of Scientology and the Hubbard Guidance Center. The 
"Academy" tarains "auditors," who treat "pre-clears” (patients). 

The Guidanc^e Center receives money for the service of auditors 
in improving people’s health. 

Before making this seizure, a very careful investigation was made 
by our organisation. The Investigation developed that the B meter 
is nothing]more than a simple galvanometer for conveying and 
measuring minute amounts of current from a small dry cell battery 
which is passed through the body when the tin can electrodes of 
the elrcuift are held in the hands. In a previous case involving 
a device df comparable construction, we had been able to establish 
that this jtype of machine has no value whatsoever in diagnosing 
or treating any disease of man. Nonetheless, the voluminous 
llteratury distributed by the Academy and the Guidance Center con¬ 
tains many representations that this device will treat and diagnose, 
detect and eliminate, all mental and nervous disorders and such 
serious diseases as arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, radiation 
burns, ami poliomyelitis, which are all classified as 
psychosomatic ailments in the literature.

The investigation further developed the fact that a belief in the 
religionfof Scientology was not a necessary part of either diag¬ 
nosis, treatment or cure. People were being treated by this 
worthies^ machine on a straight fee basis, without any requirement 
that thqy have any interest in the Founding Church. Indeed, during

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an Inspection on October 17, 1962, the top members of this organi¬ 
sation advised our inspectors that the benefits of the B meters 
could be achieved by any individual without any interest or belief 
in the church. 

We have a statement from a person who was told at the Academy 
that the religious angle was adopted for tax purposes. We have 
a written explanation by L. Ron Hubbard to the effect that the 
religion idea would enable practitioners to get into hospitals, 
prisons and other places where they otherwise would not be per¬ 
mitted. And we have a promotional statement that use of a 
religious title will increase the practitioners earnings among 
polio victims. We have a letter signed by a responsible person 
in the organization claiming the devices to be diagnostic 
machines. 

We are confident that we have the facta to establish that the 
B meters are diagnostic and therapeutic devices and not religious 
symbols or tools. 

Before undertaking this case, we submitted all of the facts to 
our General Counsel's office and they were discussed in con¬ 
siderable detail at the Department of Justice. Of course, the 
possibility that the religious defense would be made was recog¬ 
nized, but our attorneys concluded after reviewing the facts we 
had collected that this serious health menace could be dealt with 
without any involvement in religious questions. 

We are always pleased to supply such information as we can concerning 
our operations to members of the public and we assure you that it is 
no trouble. Thank you for writing.

The E meter is uaed to indicate whether or not the person 
has covered everything covering the question asked such as, ’Have you avw 
coemitted adultery?” The Slew Testament teaches us that we should •repent. 

In order to repent, the Church of Scientology has found that la is first 
necessary to confess all sins. t 


Another process used by the Church is as follows. Most people blame a lot 
of their troubles on someone else. The minister runs down a list of people 
such as mother, father, husband, wife, employer, etc. to see which one is 
bothering them the most. The E meter will indicate this. The following 
process is then run. Say it was mother that bothered them the moat; the two 
following questions would be asked: 


1. Think of something you have done to mother. 

2. Think of something you have withheld from mother. 

These two questions would be run until the E meter indicated that there was 
no emotional charge left. As you can see, the above two questions are also 
a form of confession.

A DESIGN FOR OPTIMUM DEVELPMENT 

During the past three years some individuals in the dianetic 
community have had signal success with dianetic processing and 
otlu'i:; have .failed to gain such success. 

Early in 1052 a research program was initiated for the pur- 
pr,.;a of finding out why dianetic processing was not generally 
accomplishing what we felt it should accomplish. During this 
research program several significant discoveries were made. 
One of those was that some very basic • knowledge regarding 
aberration had eluded us in the past. Another was that the 
abilities of a clear will not just happen; you have to create them. 

Eased on these discoveries a new approach to processing was 
designed. Tins now approach is called ANALYTICAL PRO¬ 
CEDURE. It is the third basic approach presented to the dia- 
•neiic community to date. The first, presented in 1050, was 
STANDARD PROCEDURE with the ongram as the basic tar¬ 
get and returning as the basic technique. The second, presented 
in 1051, was ADVANCED PROCEDURE with the decision to 
ret as the basic target and Thought, Emotion, and Effort Pro¬ 
cessing' as the primary techniques. 

ANALYTICAL PROCEDURE evolved out of the experience 
gained from Standard and Advanced procedures. The primary 
target of processing is the Belief-Attitude-Motive Complex 
(BAM.Triangle) installed during periods of heavy emotional up¬ 
set. The basic technique is called Tracking.- 

Just as rerunning might be regarded as the maximum position 
on tb.c spectrum of recall, so may Tracking be regarded as the 
maximum position on the spectrum of analytical thinking. 

ANALYTICAL PROCEDURE is a new approach to process¬ 
ing, not just a new technique. It differs basically from earlier 
approaches in orientation, ideas and methods. Of course, it also 
has many things in common with these other approaches. 

ANALYTICAL PROCEDURE is designed to help you attain 
your processing goals in a systematic and logical manner. It 
includes a number of powerful ideas and tools in addition to some 
of the techniques used in the earlier approaches. Following is 
a short description of some of these: 

TRACKING. Tracking is the basic technique. It differs from 
returning. in that it does not use perceptic recall to any great 
.extent.; However, returning is also used in the early stages of 
the case in conjunction with Tracking to scan lock chains and 
run out, incidents when they come up. Tracking is a technique 
designed specifically to increase the preclear’s level of aware¬ 
ness and his ability to recall data and handle it analytically. 

CONSIDER - EVALUATE -DECIDE- ACT SEQUENCE 
(CERA) is the heart of Tracking. The preclear selects an aber¬ 
ration upon which he wishes to track. He considers all aspects 
of the aberration; he evaluates it in terms of desirability, its 
relation to other aberrations, and what is required to remove it. 
lie makes a decision about what to do and then he acts by doing 
what he decided to do. Each such action usually leads to a more 
basic aspect of the aberration at which point, another consider* 
act seqv.cr.ee is undertaken. 

RELIEF - ATTITUDE - MOTIVE (BAM TRIANGLE) is the 
target of tracking. Underlying each aberration is a belief. It is 
tl:i» belief that causes a person to use liis'engi-ams as patterns for 
his behavior. It is his attitude that often reveals his belief. It 
is his motive that causes him to have such belief. When a belief 
underlying hi; aberration is contacted and brought into full rc- 
»•!<!; C:>i-,:<iiler-Aet Sequence is run on it until it erases. When

THE INFORMATION SOURCE. This is a new, basic concept. 

It is useful in removing aberrations during Tracking. It is also 
very useful in creating new behaviour patterns once aberrated 
behavior patterns have been removed. 

EVALUATIVE TRACKING. A new tone scale lias been de¬ 
veloped in terms of Scii-Estecm. Evaluative Tracking is a 
technique used in conjunction with self-esteem. It usuaiiy 
results in developing line charge, the laughter a predear ex¬ 
periences when he recognizes a pattern of aberration, and is al¬ 
ways followed by a marked improvement in the tone of the pre- 
clear. 

SHADOW TRACKING. Physical aberrations (psychosomatic 
illness) have been found to be shadows cast on the body by be¬ 
liefs held in the mind. A psychosomatic illness is actually a 
dramatization of an engram. But it depends for its existence on 
a belief. When the belief is contacted and its relationship to the 
psychosomatic disorder is understood, the psychosomatic dis¬ 
appears. 

SELF-DETERMINISM AND THE INITIATIVE. A new con- ~ 
cept of self-determinism and how it is related to taking the 
initiative in the preclear’s case is fully described in the new 
book. 

AWARENESS AND CONTROL. The relationship of internal 
awareness and physical control as it is exercised through conti;:A,

SELF-ESTEEM THREAT (SET) and SELF-ESTEEM LOSS 
(SEL) point and their importance to processing are fully dis¬ 
cussed. It is these points in a case that are involved in Evalua¬ 
tive Tracking.

I explained to $x. LynS^ the purpose of my visit, essentially that 
we are interested in learning as much about the operation of the Founding 
Church of Scientology and its related organizations as possible. I explained 
to him that we had seized a consignment of the Hubbard E. Meter based on

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representations that the device is adequate for diagnosis, treatment and cure 
of all mental diseases of mankind and practically all physical. I related 
to him that we are interested in determining as much information about the 
use of this device as we c an, j explained to him how we learned of his at¬ 
tendance at the School. /iflrT Lvrm^ said that he was very interested in our 
investigation and that he would be glad to give us any information that he 
had and could supply to us. He asked me how I wished to approach obtaining 
the information and I told him that possibly I could ask him some questions 
and as I went along, he might wish to fill in. Then when we were finished, 
he could fill in anything that we had missed. 

Questions and answers obtained were somewhat as follows: 

1. I asked fTir. Lyp ^ what was his orig inal contact or first knowledge 
of the E'ounding Church of Scientology. Mr. Lvm t said that his first know¬ 
l edge of the e xistence of such an organization was during his attendance at 
•'• "Austin Colleaei' SHer T-nan | Tpvala He and a friend were visiting a book store 
and his friend ran across a book called "bianetics, M about which he had 
heard. He expressed an interest in the book, so the two of them bought it. 

This was back in the early fifties .( TTvmD said that he carried the book for 
a number of years and paid very l ittle attention to it, maybe glancing through 
it a time or two. Later he was inC i.arT“ScHooT^ara -t t-v nf~ <=a 
LlTl~TdXa^, after which he had been married and had considerable marital 
difticuicieif. He became divorced, became increasingly depressed, and resorted 
to reading the book "Dianetics," then sent for more literature and they sent 
him the book called "Scientology." He ordered more material including a number 
of pamphlets which advertised the Founding Church of Scientology in Wash¬ 
ington. Phenomenon and principles set out in these books and literature 
interestedcCarry ^yery much.

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. Lvn t? said that after a few days of lecture and demonstration of 
the E. Meter" that he went through a series of so-called treatments in which 
he sat in a room vacant with only two chairs in it. A person sat facing him 
looking him directly in the face. At this time the E. Meter was used by 
the person who talked to him to record apparent areas of emotional upset. 

When an area of emotional upset was discovered, a routine was adopted whereby 
he was asked a set of questions related to this particular area over and 
over and over and over until his mind or his attitude was changed in regard 
to this particular area of emotional upset. 

When a person had been there long enough and taken this therapy as 
he related, long enough that they were unable to find any areas of emotional 
disturbance they considered the individual was cured. He said that he was 
there long enough and had progressed to the point where they were able to 
find very few areas of emotional upset upon which they could work. 

2. I asked MT. ITynn) if he still a dheres to the principles of the 
Founding Church of Scientology, d fa. Lvnni replied that he cannot say that 

he does not to the principles practiced by this organization. He said 

that he never did feel that he had been taken advantage of and he feels that 
the people there have good intentions and that they did him a great deal of 
good. He did say, however, that they operate in the area of Psychology 
and that he cannot say that some people could not call this a religion. 

He said that he couldn't say that this organization is a fraud; however, I 
did not ask him the question if he thought it was a fraud. He indicated 
that he cannot be sure that he doesn't still adhere to the principles used 
in their activities. 

3. I asked .Lynn^ jf he was solicited by the organization to become 
a devotee or follower of the Church of Scientology. He said that, in reply 
to this question, he could not say that he was solicited to become a devotee 
or a follower of.the Church of Scientology. He again expounded upon the fact 
that he learned of the organization through reading the literature and 

that when he went there, their approach was merely an informal one, 
explaining to him the type of treatment which they employed, principally 
that of dealing with the mind and emotional areas of the mind. 

4. I asked him if they advised him in any way to continue his present 
religious affiliations without any interference of his affiliation wrfeh tty 
the Founding Church of Scientology. He said that the matter of religion 

and Church was not brought up during the time that he was there. He said 
that this is not a religio n. th&t i n his mind it is not a Church so far as 
he is concerned, but that Csome of the crackpflts^ who went there might regard it 
as such. He said that he was given no advice tn regard to his religious 
affiliations. 


U9S 
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5. I specifically asked ^fir~Lym?) what was his impression of the Church 
as a religion. There again he eXpnmrded upon the fact that he did not con¬ 
sider this operation to be that of the Church nor of a religion, that it was 

a very scientific search of the mind, of the emotionally disturbed individuals 

6. I asked him if this was explained to him as being other than a 
religion, some sort of Super-Science. He said that there was no definite 
explanation as to what this operation actually was or what it would actually 
do but that everybody understood that it was a scientific search to discover 
areas of emotional disturbance. He said that it was not actually possible 
to make a definite statement as to whether this might be construed as a 
super-science or as a religion. 

7. I asked yf~. Lynn^ jf he was advised that the practice of Scientology 
could affect mental, ^TPJrsical, and/or spiritual improvement including the 
cure of disease of mental or physical sort. /Hr. Lvlft i said that in a general 
way, this theory was represented to him as affecting one's mental and thereby 
affecting through a side effect his physical being. He feels that with the 
mental and physical improvement, there then comes spiritual improvement. 

He said that it was not represented to him as a cure for anything, but that 
it could help and improve the mental and physical ailments. 

8. He was asked if he was advised that the promised effect to mental 
and physical ailments was the result of the application of scientific pro¬ 
cedure or through reason of faith in the religion of Scientology. He 

said that he was not definitely advised in any manner but their procedures 
indicated to him a highly scientific procedure that they were seeking in a 
scientific way to uncover these areas of mental disturbance and to treat 
them in a scientific manner. He said that the improvement was to come through 
the scientific procedures and that no mention of improvement through faith 
in the religion of Scientology was brought to light. 

9. I asked ^ftf. Lynn‘S f any instruments or device s were employed or 

recommended in his treatment. In reply to this, said that in 

the original lectures the E. Meter was demonstrated to them, they were allowed 
to look at it, and work with it, and that it was represented to them merely 
as an instrument to detect these areas of emotional and mental disturbance. 

He said that this was as far as they went, indicating m use as a treatment 
or a diagnostic device. 

/"''Mr. Lynn ) said that the E. Meter was used in the actual therapy or 
treatment of any individual going there if they desired it to be used. 

It was a voluntary thing that the thing was presented to them and if they 
wanted the instrument to be used on them, then it was used. He said that 
the E. Meter was actually used in his treatment and so-called therapy. 
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As explained briefly previously in the report £~~Mr | T Lvnr fr said that when the 
actual treatment began, that the patient or the individual sits in a room 
which is bare with the exception of two chairs. The patient sits in one chair 
and the individual giving the treatment sits in a chair facing the patient. 

He said that this was the procedure in his treatment and that when he was 
being treated, he held a tin can in each hand with electrodes from the E. 

Meter attached to each can. This was for ease and simplicity in dealing with 
the machine. As the person sitting across from him looking directly in his 
eyes asked him questions, they observed the E. Meter and when they came upon 
an area of emotional or mental disturbance, the E. Meter would register. 

Then, on the basis of this, the routine was established in this particular 
area whereby any questions were asked the individual over and over and over 
relative to this particular area until the individual had changed his atti¬ 
tude and thinking in regard to this particular area of disturbance. 

This particular procedure goes on five days a week for eight hours a day, 
as long as the'individual feels that he wants treatment. 

10. I specifically asked ^fr. LyiuTj what the function of the E. Meter 
is or was, and he said that merely as he had explained, it was used as an 
auxiliary unit incidental to the person’s treatment, to determine these areas 
of disturbance Whereby particular attention and routine was given. 

11. I asked Hr^. LvrS if any references were specifically made as to 
the therapeutic usages of the E. Meter for treatment of disease or in 
diagnostic uses and he said that no reference was made to it in that manner 
that it was just shown to them and represented as previously indicated. 

12. I asked what organization was he dealing with. He 

replied that the only organization that he knew existed was the Founding Church 
of Scientology. As for other names, he had no knowledge of them. 

13. I asked him what individuals he dealt with and if there were any 
particular individuals who seemed to have authority and who gave him the 
treatment. He said that everybody referred to Mr. L. Ron Hubbard as the leader 
and the one to whom they looked for guidance. There were two or three indi¬ 
viduals who seemed to take a leading part, but none seemed to have any 

more authority than the others. He said that there were approximately 10 
to 15 people who worked there full time and that there were l_20f) people who 
worked there part time. None of these people, according to^Mr. LynnJ made 
living wages. Most of them had other jobs at night or at other times to 
help with their living expenses. 

{gr^L^rirfr said that none of these people were trained scientists or 
psychologists but that all of them had come there with some type of diffi¬ 
culty or had become interested in the operation and had received treatment 
and/or experience there at the establishment. After a period of time each 
individual began to give treatments namely by sitting and talking with the 
person being treated and observing their reactions as recorded with the E. Meter. 
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'fihen from these observations certain routines of asking questions in a par¬ 
ticular area to the individual was carried out. 

Lynn ^was unable to remember and he said that he did not have recorded 
the names of the individuals who gave him his instruction and with whom he 
dealt. He said that his memory was very poor as far as names are concerned. 

I aske ^fir. LvnB relative to literature, pamphlets which he received 
previous to going there and during this time. He indicated that he had a 
box full of this information when he left and went back to the University 
of Texas and finished his L<rt)egree. He said that all of this material drifted 
away from him during the time that he was completing his Law degree. 

<gr . Lyrvn~^d id recall that he had put down the names of two or three 
individuals who had come there principally to learn the procedure and to start 
out on their own. The names of these individuals he had recorded in an address 
book and are as follows:

Both of the above individuals were interested in the principles and 
studi ed p rinciples practiced at this establish ment. _Two other indi viduals 
whom^'Cynrp said came and studied the process art CTRini and Tudie Stewarjy 
cPTOT affx—hiIt was his understanding t hat t Kev went 
~oiitf “to practice the principles learned there. He said that (^Tudie^ helped to 
treat him while he was there. 

I asked gFTT£n£ if he, at any time, was actually diagnosed. To 
this he seemed to answer quite alertly and stated that they made no diagnosis 
of patients. He said that this was where they disagreed with Psychiatrists 
in that psychiatrists diagnosed people and that they felt that this diagnosis 
many times hendered the treatment of the patient. 

I asked ■Hr. Lynnl f he had a cancelled check irith which he paid for 
the treatment and he said that he thought he had, but that he was unable to 
find them. However, if there was reason for us to have them, he felt that 
possibly his bank would have photostats in their records and that we were 
welcome to them. He said that the only literature or anything related to 
it that he has is that he still has the book "Scientology." 


I asked LynrTjif he had consulted or seen any doctors of any type 
after his return rrom the establishment, and he said that he had not.

He was unable to give me the names of any other attendants to the 
organization. 

In the course of our conversation r^f. liyng ) said that he had not 
received any recent correspondence from them because he had not been active 
in keeping up with them even though he is still interested in their process 
and their operation. However, he indicated that if we needed current informa¬ 
tion from them or that he could write and correspond with them, he would be 
glad to do it. 

I casually mentioned the possibility of court contests on the seizure 
of E. Meters and asked him if he would have any objection to testifying 
in the event the Administration saw fit to have him. He said that he would 
have no objection whatsoever, that he is quite interested in this thing and 
while he does not feel that he was defrauded, he feels that they have good 
intentions and are trying to help people^That if they are actually defrauding 
the public, that he does not condone their operation. 

I.vnn^ines not recall exactly what it cost him to take the treat¬ 
ment; however, he said that he roomed in the building and during the approxi¬ 
mately three months he was there he spent about $1,400.00 total. This, of 
course, would include the treatment and his room. He ate in various places 
nearby. In regard to this fee, he said that'they do not actually make a 
charge, but it is given as a donation depending upon what an individual wants 
to give. They do, however, set up pretty much a standard donation for 
the average individual. He said that this was what he contributed. 

In our conversation( gr~. Lynn) stated that as far as this being a religion 
or a Church that they had actually been instructed that this position had 
been taken in the matter of carrying on this scientific research without being 
bothered by Medical Practice Laws and that a side benefit was the fact of 
not having to pay taxes. His whole philosophy in regard to this operation 
is that it is a very scientific procedure and that it has very little to do 
with religion or Church. 

Larry appears to be a normal individual. He appeared to 

want to be co-operative and to give me any information which he had in regard 
to his experiBnce with the Founding Church of Scientology. I think it can 
be concluded, however, that he does feel that this organization helped him 
through a crisis and that they do have a scientific approach to problems of 
the mentally depressed, the treatment of which results in improvement of 
physical ailments which came about as a result of* these mental attitudes. 

As far as he is concerned, the E. Meter was not represented to him to be a 
machine of treatment or diagnosis, but merely as auxiliary unit incidental 
in discovering the needs of an individual. This appears to me, however,

Since it was necessary for me to read it in order to determine which material 
should be copied and which material to omit, I noted many developments which I 
am sure DRM will desire to be investigated further. Therdbre I am summarizing 
these points and referring to the exhibit source material and suggesting leads 
which DRM may wish to develop. 1 hoped there would be a time saving for DRM 
by this summary. 

RON HUBBARD AND DIANETICS 

Exhibit 1 - Time July 24, 1950. 

This article describes the new cult, Dlanetics whose blble is Dianetics: 

The modern science of mental health. Hubbard is quoted that he has discovered 
the hidden source of all psychosomatic ills and human aberration, and has 
developed skills for their invariable cure for such ills as arthritis, allergies, 
asthma, some coronary difficulties, eye trouble, ulcers and migraine headaches, 
and sex deviations.

Deputy Joneeon before attempttng the arrest contacted the Chicago 
Sol tee and learned he was wanted by them in connection with a rape 
case. This case was the basis for another Federal Warrant #97*1 
for the Northern Judicial District of Illinois dated 12/27/62, 
alleging unlawful flight to avoid prosecution for taking indecent 
liberties with a 2J month old child about 10/21/62 at 19 S. Pearson 
St., Chicago, III. (This was one of the addresses that Pearl Harlan 
indicated Justin went to after being compelled to leave her home.) 

For this reason Joneeon took two other deputies with him whan he 
went to Mrs. Harlan's residence and learned that Justin had been 
gone from there for some time. 

Joneeon stated that Chicago police detective Sam Greiner of Area 6 
Detective Bureau found papers ithere Justin had been living on Pearson 
Street indicating he had gone to J 316 San Marino St., Los Angeles, 
California. Los Angeles police reported Justin teas there until 
November of 19&2 and then disappeared . Justin is still a fugitive. 

Joneeon tndteated that he interviewed Joyce Johnson, principal of 
the Vanderpoel School in Chicago re Justin's attempt to take one of the 
Harlan girls from the school. Justin was thwarted by the assistant 
principal of the school who handled th* affair, which took place in 
September or October of 1961. 

From some source Joneeon learned that Justin was arrested on August 
14, 1961 at Svergreen Park, IIIinots shortly after leaving the Harlan 
residence on eomplatnt § 7718 . He was booked for disorderly conduct 
consisting of panhandling in that he went into a store operated by 
a woman and asked for money. She was frightened by the menacing 
appearance of Justtn and fortunately several male customers came in 
and held him for the arrival of the police. (There ie no police 
report on this phase.) Justin skipped bond, his real name is Roy 
Burstein and his father is a lawyer tn Philadelphia, Pa. 

After dictating my report on Pearl Harlan on 2 / 4/63 I called Chicago 
Police Headquarters. There I obtained copy of Chicago Police Depart¬ 
ment Daily Bulletin for 11.13.62. This describes Roy Justin's latest 
crime and describes him as 27 years old, white male, 6 ' 1 " tall, 
wetght 195 lbs. medium build, blond hair, and a blond Van Dyke beard 
at that ttme. His occupation is listed ae eelf employed artist and at 
that ttme he was staying with an artist.

DERSTANDIHG OF HOW SCIENTOLOGY WORKS 


When a preclear (person wishing treatment) comes to Scientology, he is 
processed in the following manner: 

1. He is given a written IQ test, a written personality analysis test, 
and an aptitude test,which amounts to a "reflex" test similar to_those^given 
for drivers, etc.(the aptitude test may be changed somewhat - .Mrs. Phillips 
gave this impression) The aptitude test and the reflex test are series 1 ‘A". 
Series "B" is used at the conclusion of a session to measure improvement. . 


2. The "E Meter" is, according tcTTirs. Phillips ^ a convenient means to 
measure "withholds". A withhold is an area of a persons life which has 
produced a guilt feeling not previously admitted to anyone else. When this 
area is encountered during questioning, there is a positive charge produced 
on . the E Meter. This charged area is investigated by the auditor until the 
charge no longer registers on the machine. When a charge is no longer produced 
on the machine when a particular subject is brought to the attention of the 
preclear, the preclear is said to be "cleared" of that particular "withhold". 
After a persons "thetan" (Scientology term for soul) is cleared of "withholds", 
a permanent record is maint ained of the questions asked and the results of 
the questions — -MrsT~PhillTp^ informed us that a preclear is given no guarantee 
that this information will be held in confidence, for if a guarantee were given, 
the preclear would still retain the withholds. The original record produced 
during an "E Meter" session is sent to L. Ron Hubbard in England, where a 

file of all such interviews is maintained. _RHTlXiTrB-^ said that only a 

general record on.a preclear-is maintained in Washington. Scientology in 
Washington maintains an active mailing file, and people, th±t in the opinion 
of the organization, have not been completely cleared, are urged to return 
and finish being cleared - people that have been recontaminated by their en¬ 
vironment are also urged to return for reclearing. 


3. After a person is cleared of "withholds", or at the end of a 
session, another IQ test (test B) and another refleji(aptitude) test(test I) 
is given the preclear.

Phils., Fa, Dr. HrFaridwn r ec omna n ded tests, Hrs, Iaroshenko stated 
to us at *M fl t* 1 ” eh*e she was undergoing severe aettal anguish because 
of her various physical ailments and she fait that she just couldn't 
possibly undergo more taste at a hospital. At this tine* she turned 
"in desperation" to Hrs. long, Mrs, Lang then bcgan**pxecessing*' Hrs. 
Iaroshenko at the sans tiae she was undergoing tests at Bahnmnawn 
Hospital, Mrs* Teraobento underwent the hospital tests in the Doming 
ami was processed in the afternoon by Mrs, Lang. 

Mrs, Tereshento said that to imatvdlately noticed after tbe 
first day of processing that she ms brightening up. Xt should be 
meed hero that up until Mrs, Iaroshenko began “processing," she was 
tq VHw g various types of antibiotics and proscription drugs to help 
her condition; however, she was informed by tho auditor that no drugs 
con be taken for 8 hours before the "processing" begins as tha 
presence of drugs in tbs body causes the B Meter to give incorrect 
readings. Also, processing cannot be dona after 10 PH as tho body La 
supposed to be too run down. 
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Hr*. Iaroshenko also informed us chat the hospital tests woto 
negative for any type of infection. She then related to us that after 
the meek of processing her outlook on life was such better, and 

that aK * recalled how to read male and type* She had been unable to 
read wale for the paat 30 years although she had studied the piano 
for a period of 6 smiths when she was a child and aa a result of pro* 
cesslie cound now play the organ. She told us that aha had been a victim 
of colitis and diverticulitis hut that while she was undergoing processing 
she fait completely cured of all physical ailments. 

Hrs. Teresheshs us that a major portion of process ix^ 

was with the use of an B Meter* Oaring the first 3*3 hours 

of processing* all the exercises are physical la order to relax the 
individual and the E Meter is not used* This initial phase of pro¬ 
cessing involved several, different typo drills, Mrs* Iaroshenko did 
rot describe the drills specifically but She did give names to three of 
then* They weret 1* hand to hand drill, 2* vail to vail drill, 

A. nirror drill* From this pdlnt on the E Meter, which is a small 
natal box with needle indicators, is placed between the auditor and the 
individual. She stated that aha held in her bands a “metal can” appara¬ 
tus which was attached to the E Meter by vires, 

Mrs. Teseshsafco defined processing ss gelngithrough one's 
life recalliig all possible events until the patient digs out the 

portion of his or hag life which is causing the anguish, 
either exrottonal or physical by usii$ specific drills. She did not 
elaborate on these drills. She said that it was similar to a psycho¬ 
analytical approach* 

Mrs* Tereahenko described Mrs* Lang aa “sort of an analyst 
who guides tbs patient* 0 She stated that the 8 Meter is merely an 
Indicator of the subconscious. It measures subconscious reaction and 
assists the auditor in helping the subject undergoing processing. She 
told us that the auditor did not promise anything, but rather asked 
at the onset of processing, "tthat do you want Scientology Co do for 
you?” 


Mrs. Iaroshenko related that processing took her back to her 
early childhood* In fact, she remembered that her father had sexually 
selected her at the age of five. She ffels that rememberlog this 

xma a prime factor in securing cure of her present physical 
m ent al anxieties.and was probably the cause for a portion of her 
illadjuated sex life. Scientology terms such an indident as an Ingram, 
la as a moment of physical pain or emotion which is 

hurled in the subconscious. 
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Mss* Tcreuhcnko then related other Incidents that she had 
recalled by processing. Her fatally moved several tines starting from 
Chicago to Best Berlin, 8. J* and to Lansdovna, fa. At the age of 5, 
September 1917, she remembered a Mexican family lived next door* She 
«im stated that she remembered a fire la the house next door and a 
girl had died la the fire. She said that her father was the 
cause of the fire sad the he had nsleatad the girl* Several years 
later* the family moved ^ ntft the house which had Burned (evidently, 
fire to the house was superficial) and that she waa emotionally 

*11 th a tine that she lived is that house* She again attributed 
all her physical and emotional ailments to psychosomatic origins. She 
stat ed , "there is nothing In Scientology bocks that hasn’t been proved 
in my case." 

She then told us that Mrs. Lang had loaned her sons Scientology • 
books to use for her own knowledge while Mrs. Lan g was attending the 
School of Scientology In Washington* She told us that Mrs* Lsng had 
treated several subjects while undergoing training to be a class three 
professional auditor* Mrs* Tereshenko said that she was &>t charged 
for her treatments, but rather that it was done as sort of a favor to 
her by her pay* door neighbor* A friend of hers will undgxgo auditing 
veek and wiU pay $309 for a week’s "intensive" processing* She 
told »a that scioatology waa not to her a religion as such, rather that 
It was a method of treatment and that it could not be done without the 
use of an S Meter or without specific processing drills* She stated 
tfcot aha thought ^ processing had made her more aware of her own 
religion*

She pointed to a stack of pamphlets (approx. 6 inches high) that aha 
had received and gave us two copies of a pamphlet titled Tihat Is 
Scientology." these two copies are enclosed with this report (Exhibit i) 
She also us a “testimonial letter" which is enclosed with

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Hxa. Toreaheuko said that sho hod no desire to be an auditor 
but she was very interested in the theoretical aspects of Scientology 
•lace it hod helped her so ouch* It should be noted here that Mrs. 
Taxeshenko at various tines throughout our two interviews with her 
constantly ei^hasixed the therapeutic effects of odontology to her. 

3 bc told us that she had consulted Or. Wright twice since she had 
undergone processing and that he said that she was in shod physical 
condition and in fact was soared at tbs change in her* She also con* 
aultod Dr. Tatum of Audubon, H» J., who is her family physician, once 
since undergo ing processing end be could find no physical ai lment s. 

On our second Interview with Mrs. Tore shanks on 1/25/63, w 
obtained n wtd i cfll releases f ro m her to use in consulting the vario us 
doctors who hod treated her and also to obtain case reports from the 
hospitals Where aha had been a patient. At this time, Mrs. Tareshcnko 
told us that she bore no against doctors who hod treated her 

during the last coup la years, however, she felt that odontology was 
definitely the motivating factor which hod effected the cure from her 
physical ailments* 

She stated that her sister—In-l*w had sent several copies of 
Washington newspaper articles to her related to the seizure end she 
tbpqg bt bhe newspapers had grossly distorted the facto aheut the B 
and scientology.

the processing did not differ from what she received. 

▲ visit was made to each of the various medical doctors that 
C hea te d or operated on Mrs. Tereahcnko. I (Insp. Crcve) identified 
wsalf, the purpose of my visit and gave each doctor a

Report cm seizure of B meter devices at Washington, 
D. C., requested by Senator Keating. 


This action was filed under the Federal Pood, Drag, and Cosmetic 
Act against ttm B meter device. No charges mere made against anyo 
individual. Seizure of the devices was made in the possession of 
the Academy of Scientology and the Hubbard Guid a n ce Center. The 
"Academy" trains "auditors," who trsat "p*e-cloars" (patients). 

Ths Csnter receives money for the service of auditors 

in improving people's health. 

Before making this seizure, a very careful investigation was made 
by our organisation. The investigation developed that the B meter 
is nothing more than a simple galvanometer for conveying and 
measuring minute amounts of current from a small dry cell battery 
which is passed tfaroutfi the body when the tin can electrodes of 
the circuit are held in the hands. In a previous case Involving 
a device of comparable construction, we had been able to establish 
that this type of machine has no value whatsoever in diagnosing 
or treating any disease of man. Nonetheless, the voluminous 
literature distributed by the Academy and the Guidance Center con¬ 
tains many representations that this device will treat and diagnose, 
detect and eliminate, all mental and nervous disorders and such 
serious diseases as arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, radiation 
burns, and poliomyelitis, which are all classified os 
psychosomatic ailments In the literature. 

The investigation further developed the fact that a belief in the 
religion cf Scientology wae not a necessary part of either diag¬ 
nosis, treatment or cure. People were being treated by this 
worthless machine on a straight fes basis, without any requirement 
that they have any interest in ths Pounding Church. Indeed, during 
an inspection on October 17, 196#, the top members of this organi¬ 
sation advised our inspectors that the benefit* of the B meters 
could be achieved by any individual without any interest or belief 
in the church. 








Wo have a statement from a person who was told at the Academy 
that the religious angle was adopted for tax purposes. We havo 
a written explanation by L. Ron Hubbard to the effect that the 
religion idea would enable practitioners to get into hospitals, 
prisons and other places where they otherwise would not be per¬ 
mitted. And we have a promotional statement that use of a 
religious title will inermM the practitioners earnings 
polio victims. We have a letter signed by a responsible person 
in the organisation claiming the devices to be diagnostic 
machines. 

We are confident that we have the facts to ostablish that the 
B meters are diagnostio and therapeutic devices and not roliglous 
symbols or tools. 

Before undertaking this case, we submitted all of the facts to 
our General Counsel's office and they were discussed in con¬ 
siderable detail at the Department of Justice. Of course, the 
possibility that the religious defense would be made was recog¬ 
nised, but our attorneys concluded after reviewing the facts wo 
had collected that this serious health menace could be dealt with 
without any involvement in religious questions.

My dear Senator Keating: 


Aa one of your constituents, wish to exnresa how l, as a good Amerioan, 
feel about the raid on the Founding Church of Scientology in Washington.

Our bulletin March 1, 1902 


Indications are that you will be receiving inquiry regarding Dianetics, 
Hubbard Dianetics Foundation, Hubbard College, L. Ron Hubbard, et al, and 
that this situation ( I almost said "mess" ) is going to get bigger before 
it gets smaller and that it vri.ll be somewhat difficult to distinguish be¬ 
tween the various elements. 

This bulletin is meant to supplement our bulletin of. March 1, which should 
now be used principally for background information. 

L. Ron Hubbard we believe is no longer connected with the Hubbard Foundation 
or Hubbard College. He is said to be in Phoenix, Arizona but I have no 
verification on this. On June 3, 1952 he was ordered by federal bankruptcy 
court to show cause why he should not be cited for contempt of court for 
alleged failure to return certain lectures, tape recordings and similar 
property that were considered the property of the Foundation. 

James M. Elliott, Hubbard*s associate in Hubbard College and very briefly 
connected with the Foundation prior to its bankruptcy, is wanted on a felony 
warrent on charges that he unlawfully took similar property from the Foun¬ 
dation in February, 1952. 

Hubbard and Elliott have "sold" Hubbard College to one Virginia L, Piggett 
who presumably will continue to operate under that name*. Mrs. Piggett*s 
qualifications for operating a college to teach dianetics are not-known to 
us. She is known here as a promoter in various types of enterprises with 
her divorced and deceased (?) husband* Further than this at the moment I 
cannot give you a "quotable quote" but extreme caution is suggested* 

Hubbard Dianetics Foundation is Continuing to operate under the original 
name up to now. Don Purcell (see report) and associates after the bank¬ 
ruptcy bought the physical assets from the referee, and presumably will 
continue along the same lines, without the services of Hubbard, with v/hom 
they are feuding. Purcell has a good reputation as to business integrity. 

’There or when or if Allied Scientists of the World will show up again re¬ 
mains to be seen. This and International Library of /arts and Sciences were 
creatures of Hubbard, and stopped active operations as a result of the bank¬ 
ruptcy proceedings. 

Judging by inquiries we are receiving from non-Bureau cities throughout the 
country you will doubtless be asked about the concern mentioned first above, 
and it vri.ll be important to make the distinction, I hope the above mil be 
helpful, and will be glad to try to answer further questions.

Education Without Lectures 


Universities are strangely conservative about education. Every year they are'full of classes 
which their staff lectures at, and textbooks are bought and assignments done and exams written. 
It isn't totally inefficient. A few people learn something and retain it. But the system makes a dis¬ 
mal showing when we look at the number of flunks at the end of the year and make a realistic 
assessment of what the students have learned. The pass mark Is fifty, but if you've ever seen any 
final exams between fifty and sixty it doesn't take much wit to perceive that such a student knows 
nothing of the subject he was examined on. 


Why not re-engineer « univer¬ 
sity so that 100% is the passing 
mark and the flunk rate insigni¬ 
ficant? It is not impossible and 
the money Invested would be 
hardly more than the money 
spent on the present bumbling 
apparatus. It 'is no use saying 
that the students should study 
KT^er, should study longer, 
tf^Lild be more responsible, 
should be more serious, etc. TTie 
student is what the student is.

Try 
to drive a car after merely lis¬ 
tening to the best of lectures on 
driving. To he brutal about ft. 
the main effect of lectures is 
to teach the professor his own 
subject.

When L. Ron Hubbard gave dianetics 
to a wondering world ('Time. July 24. 
1950). it looked as though he had claimed 
everything in sight, and more. “The hid¬ 
den source of all psychosomatic ills and 
human aherration has been discovered.” 
he wrote then, “and skills have been de¬ 
veloped for their invariable cure.” But 
to Science Fictioneer Hubbard, these 
achievements soon seemed like kid stuff. 
He broke with the Hubbard Dianetic 
Foundation in Wichita, “to further pur¬ 
sue investigations into the incredible and 
fantastic.” as the foundation puts it. Now, 
the founder of still another cult, he claims 
to have discovered the ultimate secrets 


of life and the universe, and to be able to 
cure everything, including cancer. 

For the cult. L. (for Lafayette) Ron 
• (for Ronald) Hubbard has whipped up 

■ the bastard word “scientology,” which he 
defines as “knowing about knowing” or 

' “the science of knowledge.” His latest 
ology is compounded of equal parts of 
science fiction, dianetics (with “auditing,” 
"preclears” and engrains), and plain jab- 
berwocky.* Hubbard has preached his gos¬ 
pel to the British; he spent last week 
. drumming for converts in Philadelphia. 
Awed by his own accomplishments, Hub¬ 
bard has awarded himself the degree of 
„ “D. Sen."—doctor of scientology. 

E-Meter Readings. It all began when 
Hubbard added an electrical gadget to his 
. dianetic auditing—an "electropsychome¬ 
ter” or “E-meter.” something like a lie de¬ 
tector. The subject holds electrodes in his 
hands, and a dial needle records changes 
in current when He tells about deeply dis-' 
turbing things in his past. Hubbard found 
that some of his subjects could not locate 
"painful prenatal experiences” anywhere 
on earth, but when he asked them whetheT” 
these things had happened bn another 
I planet, the needle jumped like crazy. 

This was enough for Hubbard. He 
scrapped, his old dianetics "time track” 
(running back to the moment of the sub- 

■ ject’s conception ) and soared off through 
“whole track” cosmic space. In a number 
of booklets and pamphlets on scientology 
and “electropsychometry.” he tells how 
he has discovered and isolated “Life En¬ 
ergy in such a form as to revive the dead 
or dying . . . [gained] the ability to make 
one's body old or young at will, the ability 
to heal the ill without physical contact, 
the ability to cure the insane and inca- 

' pacitated.” 

Everyone, it seems, is 74 trillion years . 
old, and has been reincarnated over & 
over in cycles (“spirals”), which have 
been getting shorter as evolution has 
speeded up. The current spiral began a. 
mere 35,000 years ago. Everyone has a 
“theta being.” which represents his es¬ 
sential thought-energy and becomes asso¬ 
ciated with a “MEST” body (another 
Hubword made from the initials of mat¬ 
ter. energy, space, time). 

Clams & Birds. In contrast with the 
primitive dianetician, who was content 
'} merely to probe the subject's life here on 
> earth, the scientologist gets him stretched 
on a couch, gripping the electrodes and 
usually wearing blinkers and tries to reach 
preconception pains as fast as possible. 

The subject may be disturbed because of 
unimaginable horrors perpetrated on his 
theta being in outer space billions of years 
ago. (“Things are as rough in outer space 
as they are here.” says a devout Hub- 
bardian. “Anything can happen.”) If a 
subject has a pain in his jaw, it may be 
that in an earlier spiral he was a clam. If 
this pain is associated with fear of falling, 
he must have been a clam that was picked

Mathison vas associated with the Hubbard Dlanetlca Research 
Foundation in Los Angelas from about 1950 to 1955* Since his break with 
Hubbard, Mathison has started his own branch of a Dlanetics cult type firm 
called the Arcon Manufacturing Company at 1214 w. 30th Street In Los Angeles. 
A. B. vanVogt ms the director of the Hubbard Dlanetics Research Foundation 
in Los Angeles bach about 1950. Hs also apparently split off from Hubbard 
about this time. He is listed in ths classified section of the Los Angelas 
telephone directory as having an office at 7089 Hawthorne Blvd. under ths 
dom of Hollywood Dlanetics. 

None of the above mentioned individuals had a police record 3t either 
the Los Angeles Police Department, the Beverly Hills Police Department or 
the Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department under the names provided.

AUDITOR : A listener or one who listens 
carefully to what people have to say. An 
auditor is a person trained and qualified 
in applying Scientology processes to others 
for their betterment. 

AUDITING : The application of Scientology 
processes and procedures to someone by 
a trained auditor. The exact definition 
of auditing is: The action of asking a pre¬ 
clear a question (which he can understand 
and answer), getting an answer to that 
question and acknowledging him for that 
answer.

DIANETICS : Means through thought or 
mind.

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You may recall that around 1950 L. Ron Hubbard wrote a book which 
he called "Dianetics." He seems to be in the forefront of this quasi¬ 
religious group known as "Scientologists", who apparently seek to practice 
what Hubbard wrote about in his book. 


The file on this subject was kept for several years in the office 
of our Council on Mental Health. In answering inquiries on the subject, 
that office advised that the Council itself had informally considered and 
discussed information coming to it with relation to the Scientologists 
organizations; that the Council had not officially expressed an opinion 
about such organizations, but that the Council members seemed to be con¬ 
vinced that none of these organizations or the treatment methods they 
employ are based on a scientific medical background. 

A "Query and Minor Note" on the subject was published in THE 
JOURNAL of the American Medical Association for July 29, 1950. We en¬ 
close a photocopy of our file copy of that item. 

Several references to Dianetics have appeared in Time Magazine . 
We enclose photocopies of items from the issues of July 24, i9o0. and 
Dec. 22, 1952.

Of Two Minds 

A new cult is smoldering through the 
U.S. underbrush. Its name: di.metics. Last 
week its bible, Dianetics: The Modern 
Sc inter of Mental Health, was steadily 
<■!::nli:njr the U.S. bestseller lists. Demand 
w.is especially heavy on the West Coast, 
bookstores in Los Angeles were selling 
Dianetics on an under-the-counter basis. 
Armed with the manual, which they called 
simply "The Book," fanatical converts 
nvrrtlowed Saturday night meetings in 
Hollywood, held dianetics parties, formed 
! dubs, and "audited" (treated! each other. 

In many ways, dianetics ("the science 
of mind") is the poor man's psychoanaly¬ 
sis; it has a touch of Coueism and a mild 
resemblance to Buchmanite confession. It 
purports to cleanse the mind of previous 
harmful influences, thus vastly increasing 
J its powers and efficiency, by making the 
; individual relive former painful experi- 
1 cnees to "discharge" their evil power. Ac- 
I cording to dianetics’ discoverer, L. (for 
Lafayette) Ron (for Ronald) Hubbard: 
“The hidden source of all psychosomatic 
ills and human aberration has been discov¬ 
ered and skills have been developed for 
their invariable cure.” Sample ills: arthri¬ 
tis. allergies, asthma, some coronary diffi¬ 
culties, eye trouble, ulcers, migraine head¬ 
aches, sex deviations. 

Ron Hubbard. 39, a swashbuckling, red- 
haired six-footer, originally unveiled dia- 
m-tics in the magarine Astounding Science- 
Fiction. As a result, its earliest devotee* 
were science fiction fans. When Dianetics 
was first published (Hermitage House; 
$4), doctors and psychologists paid it 
little heed. But last week some were get¬ 
ting in on what seemed like a good thing. 
=•! The Los Angeies Times carried an ad: 
v "Those interested in receiving dianetic 
audising please telephone DU 3-3160.” At 
the end of the line was Dr. Vernon Bron¬ 
son Twitched, psychologist; he said be got 
about a do^en calls a day. 

Reason A Records. According to Hub- 
hard’* "science,” the mind consists of two 
parts: 1) the analytical (corresponding 
rouehly to Freud’s “conscious" mind), 
which perceives, remembers and reasons; 
and j) the reactive '(something like 
Freud’* “unconscious"), which neither re¬ 
member* nor reasons but simply records.’ 
Normally, the analytical mind is domi¬ 
nant. But it can be "switched 08” by un¬ 
consciousness from injury or anesthesia, 
more often by acute emotional shock or 
phy»U*| pslit, , 

Then, says Hubbard, the reactive mind 
‘ is switched on. It does not store memories, 
i but "engrams”—impressions on proto- 
j ;«ar.m it.veif. An engram is, he declares, a 
J complete recording, down to the last accu- 
: ra<« detail, of every’ perception present in 
I a r-.x.inc t of . . . ‘unconsciousness.' " _ 
i Modern man's analytical mind, say* 
; llubhard, is a perfect computing machine, 
| incapable of error except when it is sup- 
; plied with wrong data. An example, typical 


of Hubbard's cases: a woman is struck by 
a man, and while she is unconscious he 
kicks and reviles her. A chair it overturned 
and a faucet has been left running. She 
does not “remember” these things because 
she is unconscious, but according to dia¬ 
netics her reactive mind records them all 
in an engram. Later, the crash of an over¬ 
turned chair and the sound of running 
water might make the engram "key-in" to 
her analytical mind, vaguely bring back the 
pain of the kicks or actually make her ilL 
Count to Sov*n. To exorcise such a 
demon engram, the dianetics patient lolls 
on a couch or easy chair in a dimly lit 
room. The auditor says: "When I count

from one to seven your eyes will close." 
He keeps counting to seven until the pa¬ 
tient s eyes close. (The patient, says Hub¬ 
bard, is still awake but in “reverie.") In a 1 
typical procedure, the auditor may next 
command: "Let us return to your fifth 
birthday.” The patient's mind is then sup¬ 
posed to slip back along its “time track" 
to that birthday. Having "returned," he 
"relives" the experience. 

By skipping from one point on the time 
track to another, the patient eventually 
relives a variety of painful experiences. In 
so doing, he may reel from the relived 
pain of a blow on th« head, double up with 
stomach -erampa. sweat or shiver in terror. 
Once these painfui engrsms hsve been run 
through the waking analytical mind, says 
Hubbard, they lose their “charge"—their ' 
power of evil. The analytical mind puts 
them in a dead file like so many closed 
accounts. The final goal of dianetics—in 1 
Its own jargon— 4 $ to make the patient a 
“clear," a person whose every engram has 
been resolved. 

Hubbard’s moat^striking departure from

vfMiM psychoanalytical schools is his in- 
t&ence that protoplasm begins to record 
engrams immediately after conception. He 
sees the period of gestation as one of dire 
discomforts and great perils. The most 
important of all engrams, which he dubs 
"basic-bask,” is the first one received after 
conception—perhaps during the mother S 
examination by her doctor, or in some 
mishap before her pregnancy is known. 

Forceps Poins. Frank Dessler, an office 
manager at loth Century-Fox. had dab¬ 
bled in dianetics and was persuaded to 
audit an actor's wife who had suffered 
from migraine. Says Dessler: "She was 
suffering a severe headache, but it wasn’t 
like migraine. It seemed to be sharp and 
on either side of the head. Finally, she 
actually experienced birth. She crouched 
on the couch in foetal position with her 
head between her knees.” She attributed 
the pain she felt to the pull of the forceps 
on her head. Having relived her birth, her 
migraine disappeared. 

A couple in their 30s, Arthur and Elena 
Tracy, were auditing each other. Says 
Elena: "I’d had a great deal of illness all 
my life—every psychosomatic illness you 
can think of. I was in bed all through my 
last pregnancy and for three months after 
it. Now I believe I'll have no more trou¬ 
ble. I believe it with all my heart. My 
husband took me back to what I believe 
was the prenatal period of my life. I began 
to feel as if I were drowning. I brought up 
phlegm . . . and my eyes were running. 

I almost choked and began gasping for 
breath. Apparently my head was twisted 
to one side in my mother’s womb. The 
pain was intense." 

Some professional psychologists have 
taken up dianetics. Says Dr. Jean Bor¬ 
deaux, psychotherapist (Ph.D., no M.D.): 
"I’m using dianetics every day and using 
• it on doiens of patients. If works. Hub- 
. bard made a contribution—make no mis- 
*. take about that.”* However. Hubbard in¬ 
sists that the treatment, even at the hands 
of an untrained layman, can do no harm. 
"On this.” says Dr. Bordeaux, “we part 
company.” 

More specific is the concern of Dr. 
Pauline K. Pumphrey (an osteopath with 
an M.D.), in whose ultramodern Santa 
Monica home two-score dianetics fans met 
last week to pool their resources (some 
hoped to audit each other—somewhat in 
ihf fashion of a Buchmanite meeting). 
There is danger. Dr. Pumphrey holds, if 
Hubbard’s cellular theory is right, that an 
inept auditor “contacting" the engram re¬ 
corded at the time of a »evere hemorrhage, 
for example, might cause the hemorrhage 
to be repeated. 

But most dianotics fans art laymen, 
and some accept every Hubbard word as 
revealed truth. Said one: “I have trouble 
only when I have any doubts. The main 
thing is for the auditor to subject him¬ 
self to a thorough indoctrinauoo which 
amounts to a sublime faith.”

Although a preface 
is written by a pr.ysician. the subject i* not presented as being 
related to medicine. Psychiatry would certainly not claim it. 
Th« author ii a layman and describes in his system ot "treat- 
ment" a metliod whereby one layman can help another over¬ 
come a psychologic illness. Apparently the author thinks in 
terms of mathematics and of man as a machine. His theory is 
that psychologic difficulties are caused by "blocked engrams " 
memory unages which are confused or distorted in the body 
cells of the subject.

1. A certificate from the headquarters of the purported religious 
body or organization showing that the applicant is recognized 
as a minister in good standing. 



2. An affidavit of applicant showing how long he has been in the. 
ministry, how, when, and where he conducts religious meetings, 
size of his congregation, how much of his time is spent in re¬ 
ligious work, what compensation he receives for Iiis religious 
work, and in what other business, if any, he is engaged. 

3. An affidavit of a local, (D.C.) reputable person showing that 
the applicant is a person of good moral character. 



4. A certified copy of the charter of the religious organization, 

or body, of which the applicant purports to be a member, if there', 
be such a charter, together with the applicants certificate of » ^ 
ordination,if he has any. 

5. If any of the requirements listed cannot be met, an affidavit 
of the applicant's stating why the omitted information cannot 
be furnished. These regulations were put into effect on June 
14, 1946. 

These requirements were met for the Founding Church of Scientology by William 
H. Young, whose address was listed as 1826 R St., N.W., Washington, D.C. Mr. 
Young had formerly been registered as a minister of the Salvation Army. On 
April 21, 1955, Mr. Young indicated that he had been a minister of the Founding 
Church of Scientology in Phoenix, Ariz. since April 8, 1954. He indicates that 
at present, in Washington D. C., he has a congregation of 43 people and obtains 
a salary of :$5000.00 per year. Mr. Richard F. Steves of Phoenix, Ariz. signed 
a statement indicating that Mr. Young was a minister in good standing of the 
Founding Church of Scientology. Another statement to that effect was signed 
by Elaine M. Joslyn, secretary to the Board:of the Founding Church of Scientology 

Once a minister has been duly registered to perform marriages in the District 
of Columbia, he can then vouch for other individuals to do likewise, without 
the other individual supplying all of the information previously mentioned. 

Mr. Richard F. Steves was then licensed as a minister of the Founding Church 
of Scientology to perform marriages, being vouched for by Mr. William Young. 

On 5/4/60, Mr. Steves then vouched for Bevis John Leslie Fudge, whose address 
was listed as 1821 19tn St., N.W. Eleanore Turner is also a licensed minister, 
certified.to perform a marriage in the District of Columbia as of 7/22/60. 

A check was also made at the Marriage License Bureau of all of the 38 individuals 
who are appearing in our recent seizure actions. A check was also made of Mr. 
John Sanborn, Mr. Bonnie D. Turner, Mr. Joseph Belotte, Mr. Ralph and Kenneth

I told hor tt seemed unusual for three federal marshals to 
comelooking for one man and was she certain there were that many 
and that they were Federal rather than State officers. She insisted

the FBI called on her a couple of weeks before my visit. They 
wr * a *®® tnquirtng the whereabouts of Justtn. Hither the marshale 
or the FBI agents told her that Justin was tnvolved tn the rape of 
a two year old child at the residence tdtsre he had moved after 
leaving her place. Mrs. Harlan told mo Mrs, Ojeda was also aware 
J'Uatin was originally incarcerated because of an amsault on a minor. 
nits could bo tdiy Mr, Ojeda accused hie wife of being an acceeeory 
if anything had happened to Mr, Harlan's daughters while Justtn 
was in thetr home. 

Before dictating thts report I ascertained from the marshal's 
offtce that three deputies did go to her home and attempted to 
apprehend Justin as an escapee from St. Elisabeth's Hospital and 
<a/«o wanted for rape in 1962. Mrs. Harlan was told that Roy Justin's 
real name is Burets in.

lira, Harlan related other incidents which illustrate the character 
of a one of the followers of Scientology. At one tine William Banka, 
an auditor, spoke at a meeting in the downtown Chicago Scientology 
off tee in which he used very vulgar language. He was insolent often 
Mrs. Harlan apparently protested such conduct. He stated that 
Sotentology considered anyone ufto questioned such conduct as 
"aberrated." This seemed to be the general attitude of this group. 

On another oocaseion about January 1962 a man telephoned her husband 
and introduced himself as Cy Addison, an auditor from Florida. 

Another auditor in Chicago had referred him to Mr. Harlan for help. 
His car was stuck in a snow bank. Addison inquired ufiether they 
could put him up for the night and stated that he bbd a dark Italian 
girl traveling with him. When her husband brought the couple to 
their residence they discovered that the girl with him was obviously 
a colored gtrl. Mrs. Harlan stated that she reproached Addison for 
doing this since it would make trouble for her among her neighbors. 
Addison stayed five days and ultimately borrowed money before they 
could get rid of him. 

Mrs. Harlan stated that Wing Angell is one of the most successful 
from a financial standpoint of any of the auditors, according to 
his own claims. He is about $0 years old and said to have a very 
good voice. On one ffi the regular Friday night lectures Mrs. Harlan 
was unable to attend so her husband taped a recording of this 
meeting. It is possible that Mr. Harlan still has this tape. I 
did not inquire since I am not sure as yet what Mr. Harlan's attitude 
is toward the Food & Drug Administration. 

During my second vtsit Mrs. Harlan told me that her husband had 
talked to a Jerold Hedtn of 42$ Surf Street Apt. 708 and he would 
like to have the inspector telephone him. He mentioned that there 
had been an invertigatton of the S-Meter several years ago. A man 
named Paul Besaatan of $231 N. Wayne Drive, Chicago 11, Illinois 
used to hold the regular Friday night meetings until they learned 
of the legal action at Washington, D.C. After learning of this 
legal action he declined to hold any further meetings and they 
ware at present being held at the Sands Motel and being conducted 
by Hedin and Maury Lerud of 108 H. Oak Court, Villa Park, Illinois. 

(These lectures are open to the public for a dollar per meeting.) 

Mrs. Harlan showed me a book distributed by Hubbard entitled 
"All About Radiation" by Medtcus, whom she believes to be Hubbard. 

In the back of this book was a formula for Vitamins which was called 
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"Dianexene, 0 Tablets by this name were recommended am a preventive 
of rad tat ton injury . I asked Mrs, Harlan if Hubbard had ever been 
selling such tablets and she told me that she did not know of any 
such enterprise • 



Mrs • Harlan told me that she had always considered that Scientology 
was a Sc lancet she stressed this very much* She has a copyrighted 
mimeographed sheet entitled "A Basic Evaluation of Science, m which 
she sells for 3W a ptsce and I bought three of these • It is dated 
July 30, 1962 and defines her interpretation of Scientology . She 
stated that on one occasston she asked her husband what Scientology 
was and he could not define it • Apparently she Jtaa set forth to 
define it as in this sheet • These sheets are identified as Exhibit 
I. This sheet is her basis for stating that she owns the formula 
of Setentologym She has corresponded with the Washington office 
of Scientology on this matter • 

Mrs • Harlan told me that the seventh and eighth port tons of Scientology 
did deal wtth man's survival as a sptrtt but this is the closest the 
thing comes to reltgton • She has always opposed passing off 
Scientology as a religion • Unfortunately, Mrs m Harlan does not 
keep carbon copies of her correspondence and much of it is on postal 
cards • She sometimes types her ideas down on pieces of paper and 

I could not tell if these were copies of correspondence utoich she 
Had sent out or Just her ideas on the subject, so I had her identify 
some of these • She permitted me to examine all of her correspondence 
uhtch she had filed under the "Church, 0 and permitted me to borrow 
thts correspondence for reproducing • I had her intttal and date 
this material so it could be identified later • 


It 1 at11 be noted that Mrs • Harlan has a habit of making notations 
on correspondence she received from others in which she comments on 
thetr ideas t however, such comments are easily distinguished from 
the original •

This action was filed under the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
ct against the E meter device. No charges were made against any 
individual. Seizure of the devices was made in the possession of 
the Academy of Scientology and the Hubbard Guidance Center. The 
"Academy" trains "auditors," who treat "pre-clears" (patients). 

The Guidance Center receives money for the service of auditors 
in improving people’s health. 

Before making this seizure, a very careful investigation was made 
by our organization. The investigation developed that the E meter 
is nothing more than a simple galvanometer for conveying and 
measuring minute amounts of current from a small dry cell battery 
which is ^passed through the body when the tin can electrodes of 
the circuit are held in the hands. In a previous case involving 
a device of comparable construction, we had been able to establish 
that this type of machine has no value whatsoever in diagnosing 
or treating any disease of man. Nonetheless, the voluminous 
literature distributed by the Academy and the Guidance Center con¬ 
tains many representations that this device will treat and diagnose, 
detect and eliminate, all mental and nervous disorders and such 
serious diseases as arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, radiation 
burns, and poliomyelitis, which are all classified as 
psychosomatic ailments in the literature. 

The investigation further developed the fact that a belief in the 
religion of Scientology was not a necessary part of either diag¬ 
nosis, treatment or cure. People were being treated by this 
worthless machine on a straight fee basis, without any requirement 
that they have any interest in the Founding Church. Indeed, during

ferred to us for reply. 
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an inspection on October 17, 1962, the top members of this organi¬ 
zation advised our inspectors that the benefits of the E meters 
could be achieved by any individual without any interest or belief 
in the church. 

We have a statement from a person who was told at the Academy 
that the religious angle was adopted for tax purposes. We have 
a written explanation by L. Ron Hujabard to the effect that the 
religion idea would enable practitioners to get into hospitals, 
prisons and other places where they otherwise would not be per¬ 
mitted. And we have a promotional statement that use of a 
religious title will increase the practitioners earnings among 
polio vict ims . We have a letter signed by a responsible person 
in the organization claiming the devices to be diagnostic 
machines. 

We are confident that we have the facts to establish that the 
E meters are diagnostic and therapeutic devices and not religious 
symbols or tools. 

Before undertaking this case, we submitted all of the facts to 
our General Counsel's office and they were discussed in con¬ 
siderable detail at the Department of Justice. Of course, the 
possibility that the religious defense would be made was recog¬ 
nized, but our attorneys concluded after reviewing the facts we 
had collected that this serious health menace could be dealt with 
without any involvement in religious questions.

On Jan* 8, 1963, I sent you a letter, a 
copy of which is enclosed in this letter* I did not receive a 
reply from you but I did receive a reply from.the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare* I am enclosing a copy of this 
letter. 

On receiving this letter from the Dept*

of Health £ am more than ever concerned about religious 
freedom and civil rights in this country. I realise you are a 
very busy person and that we are engaged in crucial affairs 
abroad but i believe there is no poiif in winning over your 
enemy if in the process you become "better" (that is worse) 
than he is. The tactics used against Scientology are so very 
frighteningly like those we are told are used by the Russians. 
Believe me this is so. 

I have been acquainted with Scientology 
in xarious degrees of closeness for eleven years. Like your¬ 
self I am a voluminous reader. X.believe I have read all the 
literature put out by Scientology in those eleven years. "ore 
than that I have made myself familiar with Scientology aa it is 
practiced. In all those years I have never heard anyone say or 
intimate that an 2-Meter is used to diagnose or treat disease, 
in my opinion, anyone who would make such a statement is either 
ignorant or malicious. The only source that has made such a 
statement to my knowledge is the Department of Health and 
Welfare. I am enclosing for you the only book which is used 
in the training of B-Meter use. I am sure that if you look 
thru it even hastily that you will not,even find the words, 
"cancer, arthritis, stomach ulcers, radiation burns etc." 

Since the Dept, of Health ana "Welfare has seised and destroyed 
these dangerous books they are hard come by. This one is my 
personal copy. I am enclosing a self-addreasaed stamped envelope. 
When you have read the book will you nut it in the envelope and 
send it back to me? 
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The other Sunday I listened to a Catholic Priest ( I am 
interested in all religion) on the radio. He was talking about 
illness and disease. He said that in these modern tines, especi¬ 
ally, that if you treat disease from the physical level only 
that you are treating only half the man. He further said that if 
a person is physically ill he is spiritually in trouble» that if 
a person is seriously ill that the family should notify the 
priesti that if the family does not the doctor should* that if 
the doctor does not the nurse should* that if a nurse does not 
the neighbors should. Now this priest is saying more about 
disease and its spiritual Implications than Scientologists do. 

I 3 this priest to be put off the air in the interest of public 
health? 

re do say this about psychosomatic illness. 

••There are illnesses for which the \uider- 
lylng mental and spiritual causes are known and there are 
illnesses for which the underlying mental and spiritual causes 
are not known. Both should be the subject of research.* 

The man who is doing more of tills research 
than any other living human being is L. Hon Hubbard. But he is 
not primarily interested in physical disease-—far from it. 

I heard him say once that to use the tools of Scientology to 
handle disease or illness was like a man using a fine set of 
surgeons tools to change an automobile tire. The ills that 
beset mankind today and the fantastic situation of non-survival 
that confronts him are not exactly summed up in the phrase 
"physical ills'’. And Scientology is primarily interested in 
the survival values of mankind whatever they may be. lias it 
occured to you that men are not even sure what the survival values 
are? (This is the strength of Communism).In the day of the 
dinosaur wno would have thought that the survival value was 
represented by a little, insignifleant, rat-like creature? 

On this basis survival might even be represented by scientologists.

/‘‘ Carol« Pi nkha^ explained that she had become interested in the Foundation 
vJKTle living in Washington, D. C. She has been a member since that time, 
or for about 2 years. She explained that to be a member consist s of 
p aying m embership dues which placed her name on a mailing list. Qirsy 
Thkhjja ^has received the "Ability" magazine along with a number of other 
publications. She has read these publications, including the book 
entitled "Dianetics". She and her husband have adopted the principle 
outlined in these publications as a basis for their religion. She 
stated that she agrees and believes in Founding Church of Scientology 
as a religion. 


The Foundation, as a science, she believes is of therapeutic value. She 
stated that by believing in the basic principles of the Scientology, 
which is - that all diseases of the human body are caused and inflicted 
by the human mind - It is possible to cure any type of diseases, whether 
physical or mental.

She stated that the Foundation as a religion could remain so without 
affiliation with science or the aspect of healing diseases. However, 
she believes that there would be no reason for'the Church to exist as 
a religion if it was not allowed to cure diseases of the human mind. 

She believes that this is the purpose of the Church, and that the 
Church in fulfilling its purpose has adopted the use of the E-Meters. 

She stated that the E-Meters were merely a device to measure a patient's 
resistance and response to questioning. She stated that 'an auditor or 
one who uses the machine could still audit a patient without the .use of. 
the machine. She clarified'this statement by saying that the machine 
is merely an aid in determining when the patient is telling the truth. 

She stated that the machine registers the body's resistance to an 
electric charge and by measuring this resistance, it is possible to 
determine the patient's acceptance to the line of questioning. She 
stated that a well trained auditor would be just as effective in 
his job without the use of the E-Meter. 

£Mrs. Pinkhanfr is at present being trained as an auditor. She has taken 
about one. quarter of the course which is given by the Foundation. This 
- course .wash she ex plained of information which would make her a completely 
trained auditor. (^rs. Pinkhall), when questioned about the course, would 
not r gveal anv j nformation as to what it consisted of, or who sponsored 
it. ^Mrs. Pinkhai^ stated that anyone of average intelligence could 
learn to audit; and if it was desired, could work in this capacity for 
the Founding Church of Scientology. She explained the process of 
auditing a patient as being one of asking questions which tend to 
reveal information that the patient had never revealed to anyone prior 
to that time.' 

/frr sTTinkhaav stated that there are auditors working for the Founding 
Church of Scientology in Washington who do not believe in the Foundation 
as a religion. She stated that it was not necessary to believe in the 
religious aspects of the Foundation in order to be effective auditor. 

(Tftrs, Pinkham)and her husband make weekly trips to Washington to work 
at the Center. These trips are made every Saturday;; and during these 
times she works as an auditor. 

Her husband is employed by a Baltimore radio station as a ra dio techni— 
cl’an. He, orTvJUrs;.t<5 'thirrenTer in Was~hT ngtoh, ' re p'a"? rs any~Taui ty 
e I ectron i c equipment. 

(^Mrs. Pi nkharnjwas familiar with the recent seizure. Her attitude was one 
^ of hostiIity and bitterness towards the Food and Drug Administration. 

She expressed an opinion that as an American citizen she no longer had 
the right to worship as she pleased. She continued saying that 
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L. Ron Hubbard 


her faith in the United States Government was shattered by the action 
against her church. She was sure that this was an act instigated by 
the Communist party.

In connection with our investigation of Mr. L. Bon Hubbard and the above 
associated firm please visit the Better Business Bureau in Vallejo* 
California. 

On April 10* 1957 the Vallejo BIB wrote the Washington, D. C. Better 
Business Bureau indicating that they had “received a rather pathetic 
inquiry regarding the subject.* The letter indicates that the Inquirer 
states that his wife became interested in Hubbard *s operation and went 
to Washington to take courses. The wife ended up in a psychopathic ward 
of a Washington hospital and was returned to a California state nouttal 
institution. The inquirer stated that doctors at the hospital say that 
she has s basic nsntal difficulty hut that the emotional upheaval which 
caused her confinement can he traced directly to her "processing** at 
the henda of Hubbard and his associates. 

Please attempt to obtain the name of title inquirer from the Better 
Business Bureau with view toward interviewing bin regarding his wife *s 
condition mad her contact with Hubbard'a operations. Authorization* 
for disclosure of medical records should be obtained and a copy for¬ 
ward ed to Baltimore District for follow-up at the Washington hospital 
if its location can be determined. 

If the investigation Indicates that an interview with the patient (wife 
of the inquirer) is feasible please obtain from her statements pertain¬ 
ing to natters set forth in the OHM briefing memorandum of January 24, 
1963. i
